OUTPUT, COSTS, PROCEEDS, AND PROFITS 
IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1922. 


The particulars included in the following state- 
ment relate to coal undertakings which produced 
about 94 per cent. of the total quantity of coal raised 
during the period. They are based upon the 
monthly ascertainments of the Joint Auditors to the 
District Boards instituted by the Terms of Settle- 
ment of Ist July, 1921, and therefore include any 
adjustments for previous periods brought into 
account during the quarter. The decisions of the 
National Board for the Coal Industry have been fol- 
lowed with regard both to the Districts for which 
separate particulars are shown and to the definition

GERMAN REPARATION (RECOVERY) ACT, 1921. 


Complaints have been brought to the notice of the 


Board ‘of Trade that the receipts issued by the 
United Kingdom Customs Authorities for the levy 
made under the German Reparation (Recovery) Act 
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are withheld by British merchants when they should 
be promptly dispatched to the German exporter of 


the goods in question. 
The Board of Trade wish it to be understood that 


the German Reparation (Recovery) Act is intended 
to operate with the minimum hindrance to trade be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany, and there 
appears to be no good reason why the Customs’ 
receipt which represents part of the payment for the 
goods should not .be dispatched to the German ex- 
porter without avoidable delay. It should be realised 
that failure to do so inevitably prejudices commer- 
cial relations between the two countries. 








TRADE WITH OCCUPIED GERMANY: 
WARNING TO TRADERS. 


The Board of Trade desire to draw the attention 
of British traders to the fact that, in virtue of recent 
measures taken by the French and Belgian Govern- 
ments, the control of the importation and exporta- 
tion of goods by firms situate or established both in 
the former Occupied Territory of Germany and in 
the Ruhr, and the power of fixing the conditions 
under which import and export licences may be 
eranted, is now vested in a Special Allied Com- 
mittee. The German Government have, however, 
refused to recognise the validity of any licences 
issued by the Allied authorities in the Occupied 
Territory since 23rd January for importation into, 
or exportation from, the Ruhr or the former Occu- 
pied Territory. Goods so licensed should, therefore, 
not be forwarded by any route which involves transit 
through German territory not occupied by the 


Alhes. 





POLISH PRE-WAR_ DEBTS. 


H.M. Representative at Warsaw states that, by 
decision of the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, established 
between Germany and Poland, pursuant to Article 
304 of the Versailles Treaty, the term for the pre- 
sentation of cases has been extended until 3Ist 
December, 1923, by an Order published in the Polish 
‘* Journal of Laws,’ ’ No. 5, of 18th January.

APPOINTMENT OF H.M. SENIOR TRADE 
COMMISSIONER IN CANADA. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘* Journal ”’ 
of 23rd November, 1922 (page 574), regarding the 
impending loss of the services of Mr. G. T. Milne, 
O.B.E., H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in 
Canada, the Department of Overseas Trade now 
announce that Mr. Milne’s retirement from the 
public service will take effect from 7th February. 
Mr. Milne will have served ten years in the Govern- 
ment service, having been first appointed Trade 
Commissioner in Australia in February, 1913. 

The appointment of Mr. R. W. Dalton, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in New Zealand, in succession 
to Mr. Milne will also take effect from 7th 
February. Mr. Dalton is at present in this country, 
and a further announcement will be made as to the 
date when he will leave to take up his duties at

AUSTRALIAN ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH 
MANUFACTURERS AND THEIR 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

According to the eighth Annual Report of the 
Sydney Branch of the Australian Association of 
British Manufacturers and their Representatives 
(forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at 
Sydney), the membership of the Branch stands at

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia 
reports that the request of the copra planters of 
Papua for financial assistance from the Common- 
wealth Government has been considered by the 
Commonwealth Treasury, and it has been agreed, 
under certain conditions, to guarantee a bank over- 
draft not exceeding £30,000. This overdraft will 
enable advances to be made to planters and provide 
for certain expenditure in connection with the 
marketing of the copra. 





SOCIETY OF BRITISH TRADERS IN 
POLAND. 
The Society of British Traders in Poland, the 


formation of which has been in progress for some 
time, has now secured a sufficient degree of support 
and has commenced operations in Warsaw.

ADOPTION BY GREECE OF 
CALENDAR. 


It has been decided to adopt the Western Calendar 
in Greece in order to fall in line with other 
European countries, states the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Legation at Athens.

(Old Style) ; “whic h will be called Ist March, 1925. 

Provision is made for the extension for a period of 
thirteen days of all due dates, e.g., for the payment 
of debts, execution of contracts, etc.

SIAMESE MOTOR TRADE. 


H.M. Consul-General at Bangkok states that 
during the Siamese year 1921-22 imports of motor 
cars into the country amounted to 386, valued at

the United Kingdom supplied 36 (value £26, 526), 
Italy 34 (value £14,875), and Singapore 58 (value

GALLANTRY AT SEA. 





BOARD OF TRADE’S RECOGNITION. 


From time to time announcements are made in 
the press to the effect that His Majesty, on the re- 
commendation of the President of the Board of 
Trade, has been pleased to award such and such a 
medal for gallantry in saving life at sea. It may 
not have escaped notice that though the greater 
number of these awards have naturally gone to 
British subjects serving in British ships, yet that 
their collective scope is so wide that the gallantry 
of foreign seamen serving in foreign ships, by 
which British subjects or ships are benefited, has 
not passed unrecognised. There has, indeed, as time 
has gone by and the moral value of these British 
medals become manifest, been a_ tendency to 
multiply the awards so as to meet the de mands of 
changing circumstance. The seas are all one, and 
self-sac ‘rifice at sea is not bounded by nationality. 
Distinctions are made, it is true, between British 
subjects and foreigners in the actual medals 
awarded by His Majesty, and there are grades in 
medals as there are grades in gallantry, but, broadly 
speaking, a series of awards has been provided for 
one or other of which all seamen may become 
eligible unchecked by barriers of creed or colour or 
language. The fact that gallantry medals are 
awarded is well known from the public announce- 
ments, but what is not so well known is the number 
and nature of them and the conditions under 
which awards are made. It is our purpose to supply 
in this article some information which wil enable 
the public to read between the cold lines of the 
official announcements and perhaps to realise how 
much of gallantry and self-sacrifice go to the gain- 
ing of the least of those sea medals which it is the 
privilege of the Board of Trade to recommend His 
Majesty to grant. 

THe Srx MEDALS. 


The medals granted by His Majesty the King, on 
the recommendation of the President of the Board 
of Trade, are stx in number. They consist of :—

“Tne Resiaiiie MEDAL. 

As the Victoria Cross is the first of all British 
decorations for self-forgetting valour in the face 
of the enemy, so the Albert Medal is the first of all 
British decoratrons for self-sacrifice in saving, or 
attempting to save, life by land or sea. The stan- 
dard of personal heroism which it recognises is 
the highest possible, and the measure of the sacri- 
fice of self is the improbability of individual 
survivance. The Albert Medal, following the pre- 
cedent of the Victoria Cross, is sometimes awarded 
posthumously, and is then presented by His Majesty 
personally to the next-of-kin. A man may die in 
the winning of it, and always before he can win it, 
must have looked very closely into the face of Death. 
It is one section only of the awards of the Albert 
Medal for which the Board of Trade is respons- 
ible, for serviees at sea in the British Mercantile 
Marine. The Home Secretary recommends the 
Medal for exceptional gallantry on land—as, for 
example, in burning coal mines—and_ the 


Admiralty is responsible for awards to men in the 
Naval and Marine Services. The Albert Medal was 
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instituted by Royal Warrant of 7th March, 1866, 
modified by a Warrant of 12th April, 1867, and was 
originally restricted to awards for acts of outstand- 
ing merit amid perils of the sea. But ten years 
later the decoration was extended to land service, 
and amending regulations were introduced in sub- 
sequent Warrants, especially in the Consolidating 
Warrant of 5th June, 1905. For fitty years, from 
1867 until the Warrant of 28th August, 1917— 
which is now in foree—there were Albert Medals 
of the first and second classes, a grading in merit 
which made awards difficult and rather invidious, 
for no one was eligible for the distinction of the 
Albert Medal unless his gallantry was really of the 
highest class. The two classes were therefore 
abolished in 1917, and now there is but one Albert 
Medal. ‘There is, however, a provision still existing 
by which an extreme case of heroic self-sacrifice 
may be distinguished by the award of the Albert 
Medal “ in Gold.” Usually the Albert Medal is 
made of the simple bronze which is considered 
appropriate to the supreme war decoration of the 
Victoria Cross. <A bar or clasp may be added to 
the ribbon of the Albert Medal, for a second act 
worthy of recommendation, but there appears to be 
no case on record of such an award having been 
made—at least not upon the recommendation of the 
Board of Trade. 

The Albert Medal for sea service, which now 
conters upon recipients the right to append the 
letters ‘‘ A.M.”’ to their names, is oval in shape, 
and is surmounted by a representation of the crown 
of the Prince Consort. A monogram composed of 
the letters V. and A. appear against a dark blue 
enamelled background. A Garter surrounds the 
Medal, inscribed with the words ‘ For gallantry in 
saving life at sea.’’ The riband of the sea medal is 
dark blue, with two white longitudinal stripes; four 
white stripes indicates that the Medal has been 
awarded in Gold. 


THe STANDARD OF PERFORMANCE. 


It has been found necessary in practice to set up 
certain criteria by which to measure the standard 
of performance otf those whose gallant acts at sea 
have brought their names under consideration for 
the award of the Albert Medal. The chief criterion 
is this: that the rescuer of life at sea must not only 
seriously imperil his own life but must do so under 
conditions which make his survival extremely un- 
likely. Huis risk of death must be greater than his 
chances of life. In the case of the Albert Medal 
‘* in Gold ”’ the risk must be altogether exceptional ; 
it must have been incurred more than once on the 
same occasion, or if incurred once only, must have 
placed the recipient’s own life at the extremest 
hazard. A man who gains the Albert Medal must 
very nearly—anid so far as his own prospects are 
concerned, absolutely—have lain down his life for 
those whom he has saved. 





One or two examples will make clear what we 
seek to convey. In November, 1916, the London 
steamer ‘‘ Polpedn ’’ was torpedoed in the English 
Channel and was sinking rapidly. As the steamer’s 
bridge deck was level with the water the crew had 
just time to get into a hfeboat and to cut the 
painter. But the boat was not clear. A life line 
had become fast coiled round the leg of Mr. Peter 
Thomson, the second officer. Instantly he sprang 
overboard, thus freeing the boat and allowing her 
to be pushed away as the vessel sank. Mr. Thomson 
by what seemed the sacrifice of his own life, un- 
doubtedly prevented the loss of life in others. The 
most remarkable part of the story is that he lived 
to wear the Albert Medal of the First Class. He 
was dragged under water, contrived to free his leg 
from the line, and was afterwards picked up by his 
own. boat. 
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On 19th January, 1906, at six o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the s.s. ‘‘ Aidar ’’ of Liverpool was sinking 
fast. Boats from s.s. ‘* Staffordshire ’’ had taken 
off all her ship’s company except the Master, Mr. 
W. J. Nutman, and a fireman, who lay helpless 
from his injuries, and whom Mr. Nutman refused 
to leave. The last of the ‘‘ Staffordshire’s ’’ boats, 
no longer able to remain by the sinking vessel, was 
sent away by Mr. Nutman himself. Then the 
‘* Aidar ’’ sank. All seemed over, yet the in- 
credible happened as it often does at sea. Mr. 
Nutman came up still holding his fireman, and 
climbed upon the bottom of an upturned boat. Half- 
an-hour later, under circumstances of great diff- 
culty, both men were picked up and taken to the s.s. 
‘* Staffordshire,’’ where the Master of the ‘‘ Aidar ”’ 
had the great satisfaction to learn that his sacrifice 
had not been made in vain. ‘The injured fireman 
was restored to life. Here was an act of heroism for 
which the Albert Medal of the First Class, or any 
other decoration, was scarcely an adequate recog- 
nition. 

It should be noted that in these two eases, for 
which awards of the highest class were made, there 
was no possibility of drawing back after the hazard 
had been faced. Mr. Nutman, once he had refused 
to be taken off and had sent the rescuing boat away, 
was certain to go down with his ship. Mr. Thom- 
son, once he had leaped overboard entangled in a 
life line, was certain to be drawn down with the 
‘* Polpedn.’’ In each instance the immolation of 
self was complete. 





Boarp or TRADE’S BritisH SERVICE MEDALS. 


The Board of Trade’s authority to issue medals 
for gallantry at sea in British ships is deriyed from 
the Merchant Shipping Acts of 1854 and 1894. 
They were first struck in 1855, from the design 
of Mr. Wyon, engraver to the Mint, and were not 
originally intended to be worn. But in 1903 they 
were reduced in size and made wearable. Since 
then they are personally presented by His Majesty 
at Investitures, unless a recipient desires that his 
medal should be handed over without ceremony. 
The issue of clasps or bars for successive 
acts of gallantry was approved by the late 
King Edward in 1908. These medals are awarded 
to British subjects and foreigners serving in 
British ships, and are awarded for. services 
to British ships and seamen, in cases where 
distinct risk to life is incurred by the rescuers, 
where the services are rendered on the high 
seas or on the coasts of the United Kingdom 
and of British Possessions abroad. The question 
whether the Silver or Bronze Medal is awarded 
depends on the degree of risk incurred, or the 
measure of gallantry displayed, by the rescuer in 
saving or attempting to save life, always bearing in 
mind that the gallantry displayed, although con- 
siderable, falls short of the standard required for 
the Albert Medal. The comparatively small 
number of medals issued indicates that the standard 
required by the Board of Trade for the award of the 
(rallantry Medals is fairly high; only two bars or 
clasps for successive acts of gallantry have been 
issued since their institution in 1908. 

There 1s no Royal Warrant governing the award 
of these medals as there is for the Albert Medal. 


EXAMPLES OF AWARDS. 


(ne or two examples will illustrate the nature 
of the acts for which the Board recommends the 
award of these Silver and Bronze Medals. On 21st 
December, 1911, during a very severe storm of 
hurricane force, in the Bay of Biscay, the ship 
‘* Hughenden ’’ became unmanageable. While the 
s.s.‘‘ Devonshire ’’ was trying to assist her the 
‘*Hughenden’’ sank, and the whole crew, 25 in 
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nuniber, perished except two men who were kept 
afloat on hatch covers. The problem then was to 
save these men; the seas running were mountainous, 
and no boat could live among them. One of the 
men was able to catch a line and be hauled on board 
the ‘* Devonshire,’’ but the other was teo fart to 
help himself. In this emergency, Mr. Watkins, 
third mate of the ‘‘ Devonshire,’’ went overboard 
with a line, at great risk to his own life, and made 
it fast about the fainting man. For this service he 
was awarded tlie Board’s Silver Medal. Another ex- 
ainple of individual gallantry may be given, that of 
Mr. Harry Jardine, who at the time was an able 
seamen in the R.N.V.R. In the early morning of 
8th November, 1918, the s.s. ‘‘ Paragon ”’ stranded 
broadside on at Mizen Head, County Wicklow, and 
heavy seas began to break over her. Mr. Jardine, 
who was serving on board in the gun’s crew, made 
two attempts to carry a life line ashore. The first 
time he failed, but at the second attempt he suc- 
ceeded in gaining the shore and was the means of 
saving the lives of the whole crew. The thick dark- 
ness, the heavy rain, and the furious surf made his 
task exceptionally difficult and dangerous. He was 
awatded the bronze medal. 


MEDALS FoR ForREIGN SERVICES. 
It was as long ago as 1839 that the idea 
arose of awarding medals by the Foreign Office 
for foreign services to British subjects or 


ships. At first they were made of large size 
by Pistrueci, engraver to the Royal Mint, and 
were not intended to be worn. It was not until 


1854 that they were reduced in size and made 
wearable. After the creation of the Marine Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade in 1850, the l’oreign 
Services Medals were still granted by the Foreign 
(itfice, but, on the recommendation of the Marine 
Department of the Board of Trade, the cost was paid 
out of the Civil Contingencies Fund. In 1872 the 
Lords Commissioners of His Mayjesty’s Treasury 
raised the question as to the payment.of Mr. Wyon’s 
account for making and engraving the medals— 
Wvyon had succeeded Pistruceci as the engraver to 
{he Royal Mint, and it was he who prepared the 
original Board of Trade Gallantry Medal im 1855— 
and suggested payment of the account out of the 
Board of Trade Vote for the relief of Distressed 
British Seamen. ‘This course was ultimately 
adopted, but the Board of Trade suggested that, on 
the grounds of economy, the Medals should in future 
be struck at the Royal Mint. The Foreign Office 
agreed to the proposal that the Mint should take 
charge of the dies, and promised that, in future, the 
Board of Trade would not be called upon to pay for 
any medals, other than such as might be ordered 
at their own request. This arrangement was con- 
tinued down to 1882, when the Foreign Office sug- 
vested that the Board of Trade should order these 
medals without consulting them, except in rare 
cases where a doubt existed as to the propriety of 
conferring a medal. It was, however, :decided that 
the medals should still be sent to the Foreign Office 
for presentation in the same manner as was done in 
regard to other awards granted by the Board of 
Trade to foreigners. Since that time (1882) the 
Board of Trade have ordered the medals from the 
Royal Mint, and the entire cost is borne upon the 
Board of Trade Vote. 
THe Four CLasses or MEpALs. 

The medals are struck in gold and stlver, and are 
reserved to foreigners or seamen serving on foreign 
ships who render services to British ships and 
British seamen. Four impressions are issued, 
Reverse Nos. 1, 2, 4, and 5, each of which ‘bears the 
head of the Sovereign on the obverse side, whilst on 
the reverse side appears an inscription rrdicatmg 
the nature of the services rendered. “hese medals, 
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when they became wearable, were originally sus- 
pended by a crimson riband, but as a result of 
recent correspondence with the Central Chancery 
of the Orders of Knighthood, His Majesty the King 
has now directed that the riband to be worn with the 
Foreign Services Medal shall in future be identical 
with that worn with the Board of Trade Gallantry 
Medal for Saving Life at Sea, i.e., scarlet riband, 
with two narrow white vertical or longitudinal 
stripes. 

The Reverse Medal No. 5 ‘‘ For Gallantry and 
Humanity ’’ is the impression that is most 
frequently given, and it is awarded in cases where 
some degree of personal risk is incurred. A Gold 
Medal ‘‘ Reverse No. 5 ’’ is not often awarded, and 
services must reach a standard almost corresponding 
to the Albert Medal standard in order to warrant 
it. ‘‘ Reverses Nos. 1 and 4 ”’ are reserved for cases 
in which a life or lives are saved without risk to the 
person rendering the service. ‘‘ Reverse No. 2’ 1s 
eranted when assistance has been rendered primarily 
to the vessel, the crew having remained on board. 
There appear to be no definite rules in the case of 
‘* Reverse Medals Nos. 1, 2, and 4,’’ as to whether 
Gold or Silver Medals should be awarded. Very 
few have been given in recent years, and rewards of 
plate or money are usually given in cases of 
foreigners saving life without risk, except where a 
medal is more likely to be appreciated, as in the 
ease of the ‘‘ Drummond Castle ”’ disaster in 1896, 
in regard to which ‘‘ Special Commemorative Silver 
Medals ”’ were struck and issued with the approval 
of Her Majesty Queen Victoria. At one time the 
practice adopted appears to have been to award 
Gold Medals to persons of officer status, and Silver 
Medals to seamen, ete. For some time after 1882, 
when the Board of Trade took over the medals 
from the Foreign Office, this was also the case with 
the ‘‘ Reverse Medal No. 5,’’ but about 1900 the 
distinction between Gold and Silver ‘‘ Reverse 
Medals No. 5 ”’ came to be made consistently accord- 
ing to the degree of risk incurred by the rescuers, 
irrespective of rank, and this is still the practice 
adopted by the Board of Trade. There is no Royal 
Warrant dealing with the award of the Board of 
Trade Medal for Foreign Services, but since 1903 
the medals have been awarded by the Sovereign on 
the recommendation of the President of the Board 
of Trade. 


NUMBER AND Last oF AWARDS. 


We have before us a summary showing the 
number of awards of various kinds granted during 
the years 1914 to 1922, inclusive, on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Trade, for gallantry in 
saving life at sea. As might have been expected the 
years during which the German submarine cam- 
paign was active and the sea was strewn with 
mines, were specially prolific in deeds of the highest 
merit. Altogether in the nine years there were 
29 awards of Albert Medals (two in gold), of which 
26 fell within the three years 1917, 1918, and 1919. 
The awards of Board of Trade medals, for British 
and foreign seamen, were as follows:—Gold, 8; 
silver, 349; and bronze, 116. There were besides 194 
awards of plate. The total cost of the medals in nine 
years was about £250, and of the plate £1,708, and 
there were monetary awards of £1,153. There never 
is, and never can be, any relation between the intrin- 
sic value of medals and the moral value of the deeds 
which they commemorate—the cost of the Victoria 
Cross in money is a few pence. Yet one may note 
‘with some small interest that the establishment of 
these awards for gallantry at sea enabled the Board 
-of Trade in the course of nine years, within which 
were included those of war in every sea, to award 
502 medals, at a cost to the country of almost exactly 
ten shillings apiece. 
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DECLINE IN OIL OUTPUT. 


Trade generally in Mexico was depressed last 
year. 
considerably because money was scarce and the 
purchasing power of the public was low. A bold 
and liberal policy by the Government might have 
stimulated foreign trade, but unfortunately they 
were more occupied in attempting to replenish the 
depleted Treasury and in satisfying demands for 
the protection of local industries than in encourag- 
ing trade as a whole. Sudden changes, chiefly in- 
creases in the Tariff of import duties, have been 
frequent, and merchants have been cautious about 
buying abroad. Several importers of consequence 
state that they have refrained altogether while 
others have merely imported sufticient to retain 
regular customers. ‘There is a lack of confidence 
and an absence of effort to expand which are depress- 
ing. 

The henequen crop is of special importance as 
being the main industry of the State of Yucatan. 
The market for this fibre was open until April, 
1921; from that month until July of the same year 
the Comision Monetaria was purchasing, after 
which the price dropped from about 5 to about 2? 
cents United States per pound at the end of the 
year. In January, 1922, the Comision Exportadora 
came into existence, and acted like the old Comision 
Reguladora as a purchasing agency. As taxes are 
placed on all sales to purchasers other than the 
Comision, this body enjoys the privileges of a mono- 
poly. In July, 1922, a Decree was issued granting 
permission to the Camara Agricola of Yucatan to 
export up to 50,000 parcels of henequen, exempt 
from special duties, provided the fibre was shipped 
direct to Europe. It is stated that Government 
action is restricting the henequen production in 
Yucatan to about 50 per cent. of normal. 

The great falling-off in the old production has 
had an unfavourable effect on conditions. <A large 
portion of the Government revenue comes from the 
oil shipped abroad and the industry affords employ- 
ment to great numbers. It may be remarked that 
the Federal authorities did very good work, spend- 
ing over 40,000 dols. in assisting the unemployed 
and granting nearly 7,000 free railway passes for 
men to move to parts where work could be more 
easily obtained. The Tampico district was the most 
seriously effected by the slump in oil production. 
The Government also repatriated about 24,000 
Mexican workmen who were out of work in the 
United States, and steps have been taken, so far as 
compatible with international treaties and existing 
laws, to restrict the immigration of foreign work- 
men (for example, the Chinese) whose competition 
is considered prejudicial to the Mexican labouring 
classes. 

It is not unnatural that, with trade and agricul- 
ture depressed, local industry upset by labour difh- 
culties, foreign enterprises hampered by radical 
legislation and the sources of Government revenue 
(which is the basis of administrative stability) cur- 
tailed, the voice of the pessimist should be heard; 
but Mexico is a country endowed with wonderful 
powers of recuperation where the expected does not 
always happen, and, given the advantage of stable 
conditions, the great natural wealth of the country 
should enable it to weather the present critical state 
of affairs successfully. 

Orn Propvuction, 

Mr. Norman King, H.M. Consul-General in 

Mexico City, from whose Report, dated September 


last, the foregoing comments have been taken, 
writes that although the world production of crude 
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petroleum in 1920 was considered unsurpassable, it 
was exceeded by the world production of 1921, which 
reached the figure of 105,801,000 tons, showing an 
increase of over 103 mullion tons. ‘To this new 
record the Mexican production contributed consider- 
ably as it passed its 1920 total by over 6 million 
tons. Prices suffered from severe depression during 
the year 1921. For example, the price of Pennsyl- 
vania crude fell from 610 dols. in January to 
225 dols., finishing at 4 dols. at the end of the year. 
During the year 1921 over 90 wells were ‘‘ brought 
in,’ and although many large wells turned to salt 
water the increase in the year’s production was 
nearly 414 million barrels. Exports increased by 
234 million barrels over those of the year 1920. 

At the close of 1921 the daily potential produc- 
tion of oil in Mexico was 6,152,000 barrels, which is 
equivalent to about 330 million tons yearly. Of 
this amount, which represents five times the total 
of America’s actual production and three times that 
of the whole world, not more than about 124 million 
tons was extracted. 

During the latter part of the year 1921 salt water 
manifested itself in the oil wells and it has con- 
tinued to appear during the year 1922. The worst 
months hitherto have been July, August, and 
September last. The production of oil has therefore 
fallen off considerably, and it appears certain that a 
further very great reduction is to be expected. At 
present the main source of production is the Toteco 
field, which is also showing now a large percentage 
of salt water. At the end of 1921 the tanker ton- 
nage afloat was 74 million tons dead-weight, an in- 
erease of 2 million tons over the figure for 1920. 
This is more than sufficient for the world’s oil trade, 
and there will therefore be a considerable surplus 
of tanker tonnage for some time to come, especially 
in view of the reduced production in Mexican fields. 


About 70 per cent. of Mexico’s oil exports is taken 
by the United States. 


Tue Export Tax on OIL. 


The aspect of the export tax on oil was ‘entirely 
changed by two important decrees, issued on 24th 
May and 7th June, 1921, respectively. From June, 
1920, it had been customary for the Government to 
collect taxes on oil for export based on a sliding 
scale according to New York prices. ‘To the rates 
assessed there was added a 10 per cent. surcharge, 
known as the ‘* Infalsificable Tax,’’ intended as a 
means of calling in depreciated paper currency. A 
Decree, published in September, 1921, and made 
retro-active to 3lst July, 1921, removed this surtax. 
By the Decree of 24th May, 1921, the unit for 
assessing the export tax was changed from the 
metric ton to the cubic ton; but otherwise based as 
before on New York prices. The name was changed 
from ‘‘ export *’ to ‘‘ production ’’ tax, but it 1s 
only levied as and when the oil is actually exported. 
The Decree of 7th July, 1921, added an entirely new 
tax, known as ‘‘ Customs Duty,’’ imposed at a 
fixed rate per cubic metre and paid on all oil ex- 
ported. A municipal tax of 2 per cent. forms an 
integral part of any Customs tax according to the 
Mexican Constitution, but this municipal tax has 
not yet been collected by the Government, although 
they may decide to do so later. 


The above Decrees are those now in force (15th 
September, 1922), but it should be noted that the 
Decree of 7th June has been modified by a Decree 
of 7th August last, reducing the amount of 
Customs tax payable to 40 per cent. of the original 
tax. This reduction was largely a result of the 
arrangements made at the conference held in New 
York between the Mexican Minister of Finance, 
the International Committee of Bankers, and the 


representative of the petroleum industry. 
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Britisu TRADE. 


The British exporter’s principal competitors in 
Mexico are the United States and Germany. The 
proximity of the former country gives it a great 
advantage, and during the war Americans natur- 
ally had an opportunity of absorbing a good deal of 
the trade formerly in the hands of Kuropean coun- 
tries. Many of the big mining companies are said 
now to purchase direct trom the States supplies such 
as steel, dynamite, fuses, etc., which might be 
obtained localiy from agents of foreign companies. 
The American exporter is well represented by com- 
mercial officials and helped by a very energetic 
Chamber of Commerce with a large staff. Visits of 
business men organised by the above have taken 
place, and Americans are reported to have been 
purchasing property to a considerable extent. The 
Germans have also been very active in the Mexican 
market since the war, offering machinery, drugs, 
ironware, fancy goods, etc., at prices much below 
those of British manufacturers. However, the 
menace of German competition has not proved to be 
so formidable as was feared, as the great fluctua- 
tions of the mark and the uncertainty of delivery 
tended to prevent orders being placed for future 
delivery. At the same time, the large German 
houses have taken advantage of reduced prices to 
import quantities of such goods as hardware, tools, 
sanitary articles, aluminium, enamelled ware, ete., 
and several of the large manufacturing plants in 
Grermany have established branches here with con- 
siderable stocks on hand for immediate delivery at 
prices somewhat lower than those from the United 
States. German traders also enjoy the advantage of 
a cheaper freight rate from Hamburg and a more 
frequent service, about three German steamers 
arriving per month at Vera Cruz, as compared with 
one British. 

Nevertheless, British exporters should not lose 
sight of Mexico as a potential market of import- 
ance. As soon as the war was over the demand for 
British goods reasserted itself, and complaints have 
not been infrequent regarding the quality, terms, 
packing, and delivery of goods from our competitors. 
Provided that terms and prices are satisfactory, the 
British exporter should be able to hold his own, 
and, as trade improves, make considerable progress 
in certain lines of goods. He sheuld, writes Mr. 
Norman King, devote his attention to the following 
articles :—

Attention, writes Mr. Norman King, has 
been drawn from more than one quarter to 
the fact that the British word, so _ prover- 
bially the standard of our business success, is not 
what it was before the war. Travelling men have 
been inclined to make promises which have not been 
fulfilled and, although conditions at home have been 
largely responsible for this, it 1s important to re- 
member that reputation for precise fulfilment of 
contracts is one of our strongest assets.

The outstanding features of the month have been 
the spectacular fall of the German mark, the pro- 
nounced weakness of the other leading Kuropean 
exchanges, and the steadiness of the New York rate 
on London. The mark, which at the beginning of 
January showed a considerable improvement on the 
position a month earlier, reached on 30th January 
the hitherto unprecedented level of 225,000 marks to 
the pound. The steps by which it declined and its 
recovery at the end of the month are shown in the 
second table above. 


Although the movements of the French and Bel- 
vian quotations were less extreme their general 
tendency was also very adverse. In each case a 
slight improvement took place towards the middle 
of the month; but on 15th January a further weak- 
ness set in which culminated on 3lst January and 
Ist February in quotations of 78°90 and 91°35 franes 
to the pound respectively. Both currencies have 
since rallied strongly, and on 3rd February the com- 
paratively favourable quotations of 72°70 and 82°45 
frances respectively to the pound were recorded. 
Italian lire started the month well, the closing quo- 
tation of 90°125 to the pound on 3rd January being 
the most favourable to the local currency since 17th 
June. Its general movement throughout January, 
however, was adverse; the highest (and worst) quota- 
tion of the month—that of 98 875—occurred on the 
22nd, and on no day since has a more favourable 
closing rate than 96°875 been recorded. 


The appreciation of sterling in terms of the 
American dollar, which was the dominating feature 
of the foreign exchanges in December, continued 
Thereafter 
uncertainty as to the debt funding position caused 
a slight setback, but at no time did the closing quo- 
tation recede beyond 4654 dollars to the pound. The 
closing quotation on 3rd February was 4675, and 


during the first two weeks of January. 


represented 96 per cent. of parity. 


In the other countries dealt with in the first 
table the movement generally throughout January 
was in favour of this country. In Copenhagen the 
movement against local currency was particularly 
strong, the closing rates on the first and last days of 
the month being 22°475 and 24275 kronen to the 
pound respectively. In Holland rates went slightly 
against sterling for a few days in the early part of 
the month and towards its end a similar movement 
took place in Stockholm, Christiania, and Switzer- 
land. The Buenos Aires dollar in relation to ster- 
ling has shown a cheapening tendency throughout, 
the closing rates on the first and last days of the 
month being 44°5 and 43°488 pence to the dollar re- 
spectively.

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Notes on Trade.

BUSINESS EFFICIENCY EXHIBITION. 


When Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the Postmaster- 
General, opened the Business Efticieney Exhibition 
at the Central Hall, Westminster, yesterday, he saw, 
among other things, a most remarkable little device 
that has the appearance of a cash regist er, but which 
in reality gives to the customer the exact change he 
requires. If a customer has a bill for 10s. 6d. and 
tenders a £1 note the clever little mechanical cashier 
returns to him automatically 9s. 6d. He also 
witnessed the enormous advance which has 
been made in the efficiency of steel equipment and 
steel furniture indistinguish: ible from wood, so 
well are they finished; filing cabinets, the drawers 
of which operate on ball-bearing suspensions; cup- 
boards, lockers, tables, shelving, and even roll top 
desks made entirely of steel; visible card systems, 
visible indices, visible ledgers, and mac hines whic h 
keep records and tabulate results at the rate of many 
thousands of items per minute.

MONOPOLIES IN ECUADOR. 
With reference to the notice under the above 


heading in the ** Journal ’’ of 14th September last 
(page 286), the Board ‘Trade have now received 
copies of various Decrees of the Kceuadorian Govern- 


ment laying down the regulations governing the 
alcohol and tobacco monopolies. 
These Regulations provide, inter alia. for the 


importation into EKeuador of 
spirits and alcohol. and oft tobacco (manufactured 
or not), and cigarette paper. The importation of 
stills and apparatus which may be used for distil- 
ling, rectifying, or refining spirits or alcohol, and 
of machines and parts thereof for the manufacture 
of cigars and cigarettes, is only permitted under 
special licence. The aleohol monopoly came into 
force on Ist July last, except in the Loja and North- 
East provinces, and in the Zamora and Chinchipe 
cantons of the South-East province, in which dis- 
triects the former regime is to remain in force until 
the monopoly is extended to cover them. The con- 
sumption taxes on wines, liqueurs, and other 
aleoholic beverages (see the Journal ’’ of 15th 
March, 1919, page 359) are still to be collected in 
Eeuadorian Customs Houses. The former regime of 
tobacco is to remain in force in Eeuador until the 
tobaeco monopoly (nominally in operation from Ist 
July) becomes effective.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1923. 
XII.—-CInEMATOGRAPH SECTION. 


As last year, a section of the Fair will be devoted 
to cinematographic apparatus and supplies of all 
descriptions, It may be recollected that at the pre- 
vious Fair a large stand was taken by members of 
the Kinematograph Manufacturers’ Association on 
which were shown up-to-date projectors, cinemato- 
graph cameras, and other apparatus used in what is 
now one of the great industries of the world. It is ex- 
pected this year that a good deal of attention will 
be given to this Section by the proprietors and 
managers of cinematograph theatres in the United 
Kingdom quite apart from buyers from overseas. 


It is well known that, owing to the indus- 
trial depression which has existed since the 
boom which immediately followed the _ war, 
a great number of the projectors in use in British 
picture-houses are in need of replacement by more 
up-to-date machines. Patrons of the cinema theatre 
may hardly realise how much the success or failure 
of any individual picture depends on the quality of 
the lens and projector employed. In lens manufac- 
ture the United Kingdom is now in a very strong 
position, and its products can challenge comparison 
in every respect with anything produced abroad. 
Some of the latest large aperture lenses are won- 
derfully efficient as producers of brilliant pictures, 
and an opportunity of inspecting them at the forth- 
coming British Industries Fair should not be lost. 


British cinematograph cameras have always held 
a high reputation for accuracy and workman- 
ship, ‘and completeness of design, although it is true 
that they are somewhat highly priced; but the work 
done in the United Kingdom on cinematograph pro- 
jectors is not perhaps so widely known. It is not the 
custom for United Kingdom manufacturers to en- 
deavour to produce the cheapest possible article in 
the greatest possible number, but there are inany 
old-established firms in the United Kingdom who 
have been engaged in the production of cinemato- 
gvaph apparatus since the early days of the indus- 
try, and whose present models exhibit the results 
ot long years of work devoted to the perfecting and 
improving of cinematograph apparatus. In addi- 
tion, numerous up to date signs, fittings, and 
spec jalities used in cinematograph theatres will be 
on view, so that visitors can be assured of finding 
examples of everything that is up to date and 
efficient for cinematograph use. 


Overseas visitors interested in the cinematograph 
industry should not fail to view some recently pro- 
duced British films. The progress made in picture 
production in the United Kingdom during recent 
years has been very marked, and the newest pictures 
are selling readily overseas. Full particulars could 
be obtained at the stand of the Department of Over- 
seas Trade in the Cinematograph Section of the 
‘air. 


X ILTI.—BASKETWARE SECTION. 


The basketware industry is, of course, a com- 
paratively small one, and relatively few firms en- 
gaged in it cater expressly for overseas demand. 
Those firms who do so are, however, generally 
the largest and most enterprising in the country, 
and have brought their productions to a high stan- 
dard of artistic and constructive excellence. A 
number of these firms will be showing their cane 
furniture and general basketware at the 1923 Fair, 
and the overseas buyer of basketware is certain to 
find in this Section goods which will be of interest 
to him and which will form good selling lines in

EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued. 
CANADIAN NATIONAL EXHIBITION, 


The forty-fourth annual Canadian National Exhi- 
bition will be held at Toronto from 25th August to 
8th September next. The attendance at the Exhibi- 
tion, which is open to the general public, } is steadily 
growing g, and last year reached 1,372,000. 

The site of the ‘Exhibition, which is permanent, 
and becomes a public park when not in use for ex- 
hibition purposes, comprises over 250 acres, and 
extends along the front of Lake ¢ Intar io for upwards 
of one mile. A large number of permanent and 
many temporary buildings are utilised. The scope 
of the Exhibition is intended to embrace all phases of 
Canadian activity. Whilst agriculture receives that 
attention which its great importance in the 
Dominion demands, provision is made for all other 
branches of industry and production. Several large 
buildings are devoted to manufactures. It is 
claimed by the promoters that ‘‘ The Exhibition is 
made thoroughly representative of Canadian life in 
general, a great summary of national achievement, 
epitomising the development of the arts and crafts, 
education, invention, and the various sciences of in- 
dustry.”’ 

Participation is not, however, confined to Cana- 
dian exhibitors. American firms are well repre- 
sented, and by comparison the number of United 
Kingdom exhibitors is small, though steadily in- 
creasing. In 1922 some 33 United Kingdom firms, 
among whom were several who had not previously 
taken space, occupied stands, while samples fur- 
nished by others were displayed at the Bureau of 
Information maintained, as in former years, by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto, on behalf of 
the Department of Overseas Trade, and in the in- 
tevests of United Kingdom firms. 

National buildings devoted to the products of 
particular countries are a feature which the Exhi- 
bition authorities are anxious to secure, and It is re- 
ported that proposals for the erection of a French 
building have recently been under consideration. 

It has been definitely decided to erect an engineer- 
ing building with an area of 28,000 sq. feet available 
for exhibits. Space is already being rented to 
manufacturers of engineering and allied lines for a 
period of ten years, and it is anticipated that all 
the space available will be underwritten in Canada, 
It is possible, however, that provision will be made 
for firms outside Canada who are not prepared to 
take space for a ten-year period. 

The architects’ conception of the finished build- 
ing and surroundings is reproduced on the next

According to figures compiled by the Government Statist 
of Victoria the value of the import trade for the month of 
October, 1922, was £4,297,733, as compared with £2,323,800 
for the corresponding month of 1921. The imports for the 
four months ending 3lst October, 1922, amounted to 
£15,321,069, as compared with £8,977,580 in the correspond- 
ing period of 1921. The principal imports included apparel, 
textiles, and manufactured fibres, metals, metal manufac- 
tures and machinery, paper and stationery, wood and 
wicker, raw and manufactured, drugs, chemicals and ferti- 
lisers, foodstuffs of vegetable origin, tobacco and prepara- 
tions thereof, and jewellery, timepieces, and fancy goods.

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 
THE FRUIT INDUSTRY. 


In his recent Report* on Economic and Financial 
Conditions in the British West Indies the Officer-in-Charge 
of H.M. Trade Commissioner’s office at Trinidad (Mr. A. W. 
H. Hall) states that the cultivation of the coconut, which 
calls for a smaller amount of labour than almost any other 
tropical agricultural industry, is one of the most promising 
in the British West Indies, and the area under coconuts 
has increased very considerably in recent years. Equating 
copra to coconuts the total exports before the war were 
less than 50,000,000 coconuts, while in 1921 the exports 
exceeded 80,000,000. Jamaica and Trinidad are the 
principal producers and the prospects for the extension 
of the industry in British Honduras are said to be very 
favourable. The latest available statistics of the exports 
of coconuts and copra expressed in coconuts from the two

BANANA CULTIVATION. 


Now that the occurrence of the Panama disease in 
British Honduras has led to a diminution in the cultivation 
of bananas in that colony the banana industry is largely 
confined to Jamaica. This island is occasionally visited 
by hurricanes, which work great havoc on banana planta- 
tions, and during the war years it appeared possible that 
sugar would take the premier place amongst Jamaican 
exports. Sugar is, however, under a cloud to-day, and the 
cultivation of the banana is once more on the increase, 
stimulated by the fact that other buyers have now come 
into the market to compete with the United Fruit Com- 
pany. During the year a certam amount of propaganda 
has been carried on with a view to the improvement of 
the size and quality of the stems of bananas offered, and

If the values of the import surpluses in 1913 and 
1922 are regarded in the light of the increase in the whole- 
sale price level (80 per cent.) which has taken place between 
these two years, it will be seen that the increase in the 
import surplus is greater than the increase in prices. In 
so far as the difference cannot alone be explained by the 
uncertainty in the calculation of the price index figure, 
it can be taken presumably to be due to the fact that the 
import in 1921 was so small that as regards certain goods a 
somewhat increased import in 1922 had become necessary. 
Moreover, the proportion between the import of maize and 
the export of bacon can, perhaps, have played some part, 
since the increase in the number of the head of pigs requires 
an import of maize for which there is, as yet, no corre- 
sponding export of bacon. 





STRENGTH OF THE KRONE IN 1922. 

The following table, showing the most important foreign 
currencies quoted on the Copenhagen Bourse, demonstrates 
that the conditions during the first half-year were favour- 
able to the Danish krone, which underwent a_ steady 
advance. But even the first reconstruction of the Land- 
mandsbank in July called forth uncertainty abroad, and in 
September the rates for foreign currencies advanced sud- 
denly, and, for the rest of the year remained, as shown 
below, at no inconsiderable height. How much of this in- 
crease during the last months of the year is to be ascribed 
to the markedly growing import surplus in connection with 
the other factors in the payment balance, and how much is 
due to the uncertainty as regards the banks and the less 
opinion of the Danish krone in’ connection 
with the reports of the difficult position of the State 
finances due thereto, it is at the moment not 
possible to form any definite estimate.

REDUCTION OF DANISH OBLIGATIONS ABROAD. 


The information at hand at the time of writing may be 
summarised thus: It has been necessary to find cover for an 
import surplus of about 265 million kronen, a payment of 
interest abroad of about 50 million kronen, and expenditure 
for coal, provisions, etc., tor Danish ships in foreign ports, 
together with the expenditure of Danish tourists abroad, 
which can scarcely be estimated at less than 75 million 
kronen; a total, therefore, of about 390 million kronen. 

The covering amount is drawn from the following 
and loans from abroad :—Gross shipping freights, 
about 225 million kronen; consumption of the banks’ assets 
abroad about 60 million kronen; the Landmandsbank loan 
in the United Kingdom in the spring of 1922, two million 
pounds sterling (about 40 million kronen) for the redemp- 
tion of the loan the Bank had made to a number of Com- 
munes; the United Steamship Company’s loan in America, 
five million dollars (about 25 million kronen); together with 
probably about 80 million kronen of the State loan of 
December, 1921; a total, therefore, of 430 million kronen. 
To this must be added the income received from Danish 
business undertakings abroad, together with some export of 
securities which took place, partic ‘ularly in the spring, when 
the comparatively low rates for bonds and their high rate 
of interest rendered the purchase thereof very favourable 
for foreign buyers. 

These figures seem, therefore, to show that the Danish 
business world’s debt abroad in 1922, as was the case also in 
1921, has been reduced. A further light will be thrown on 
this point by the investigations proceeding, but from the 
material now at hand it can be seen that the relation be- 
tween the import surplus and the income from freights to- 
wards the conclusion of the year was of a nature to conduce 
to some tightening of the rates in this country for the cur- 
rencies of the Western Powers, in excess of the rise which 
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normally occurs in the autumn as a result of purchases of 
fodder stuffs, fertilisers,

BUSHIRE. 
Abbas is situated at the entrance of the Persian 
across this bay stretch the 


Sunder 
Ciulf, at the head of a bay ; 
three islands of Hormuz, Larak and Qishm, formerly a 
natural breakwater to the port. Only a very small 
proportion of the goods landed at B under Abbas is con- 
sumed in the place itself ; the bulk is forwarded to Kerman, 
Yezd and other distributing centres in the interior. The 
roadstead is an open one and very shallow. Port, in the 
European acceptation of the word, there is none; there are 
neither wharves nor lights, and owing to the shallowness 
of the water, ships are compelled to anchor about one and 
a half to two miles out. A buoy in about 5 fathoms at low 
tide placed and maintaimed by the Royal Indian Marine 
Authorities marks the best anchorage at a point 2) miles 
from the shore at the nearest pomt slightly east of the 
British Consulate and about 3) miles from the Customs 
pier. Some ships, however, anchor opposite the town as 
it is more convenient for discharging cargo. The various 
shipping agents maintain about a dozen lighters into which 
goods are transferred from steamers. The goods are landed 
on #@ short masonry pier, which, however, 
cranes, and is high and dry at low water. 
therefore only come alongside for about four hours at high 
water and frequently have to wait a long time before they 
can discharge their cargo. This delay affords ample oppor- 
tunity, especially at night, for tampering with the cargo 
in the lighters and pilferage has been reduced to # fine art 
in Bunder Abbas. Trustworthy police are difficult to 
obtain and the only solution of the question seems to lie 
in the extension and adequate lighting of the Customs pier, 
at present apparently impracticable on financial grounds,

Import TRADE. 


According to the Report on the Trade and Commerce of 
Abbas for the Persian official year (21st March, 
1921, to 20th March, 1922), the value of the import trade 
for that period was £1,048,408, as compared with 
£1,673,344 in the previous year. The principal countries 
of origin of these imports were: India (£827,968), 
United Kingdom (£84,077), Oman (£58,527), Belgiurn 
(£29,849), and Java (£20,232). The principal commodities 
imported included cotton and cotton piece-goods (£486,484), 
sugar (£285,196), rice (£74,688), tea (£42,912), wheat and 
barley (£15,346), dyes, colours and paints (£12,747), ana 
flour (£10,987).

Export TRADE. 

The value of the export trade of Bunder Abbas during the 
vear under review was £342,950, as compared with £570,907 
in the previous year. The principal recipient countries 
were India (£183,859), Oman (£56,983), United States 
(£45,915), and the United Kingdom (£9,441), whilst the 
principal commodities exported included e arpets (£77 ,523), 
dates (£42,910), almonds and pistachios (£36,864), assafoe- 
tida (£24,475), raw cotton (£16,934), raisins (£16,902), and 
gum tragacanth (£15,290). 

LOCAL INDUSTRIES. 


The main occupations of the poorer inhabitants are 
fishing and date cultivation, in certain parts of the district 
(particularly Qishm Island) the weaving of native garments 
and the making of a kind of cement, while many find 
permanent or periodical employment on seagoing vessels 
and shipping companies’ harbour lighters. A few boats are 
built on Qishm Island. 

SHIPPING FACILITIES. 


The port is served by six steamship lines and during the 
vear 79 British vessels with a tonnage of 270,255 entered 
with cargo whilst 49 vessels (British 48 and Chinese 1), 
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with a tonnage of 152,946 and 4,176 respectively, were 
cleared with cargo. 
TRADE AND INDUSTRIES OF LINGAH. 


Although at one time Lingah traded largely with the 
Oman Coast the imposition of high Customs Tariffs in 
Persian ports served to develop a direct trade between 
India and the Oman coast, where customs are practically 
negligible. The British India Steam Navigation Company 
boats visit Dubai at regular intervals and several Lingah 
merchants have opened up agencies at Dubai. Even now, 
however, a considerable proportion of the Lingah trade is 
transit trade, goods imported from India and other countries 
being re-exported to Oman. 

The anchorage for steamers is within half a mile of the shore 
and is probably the best anchorage afforded by any Persian 
port in the Gulf with the exception of Muhammareh. 
Goods can be discharged at the Customs masonry pier at 
all tides, and there is a dry unenclosed dock. The Customs 
premises are less congested and offer better protection from 
the elements than those of Bunder Abbas. 


Import TRADE. 


The import trade during the last official year (21st 
March, 1921, to 20th March, 1922) was valued at £268,333, 
as compared with £352,166 in the previous year. 

The bulk of these imports came from India (£210,131), 
whilst the United Kingdom’s share amounted to £7,382. 
The principal commodities imported included rice (£70,940), 
cotton and cotton piece-goods (£62,115), sugar (£34,348), 
wheat and barley (£14,988), and butter, ghee, ete. 
(£12,003). 

Exrort TRADE. 

The value of the export trade during the year was 
£127,808 as compared with £174,783 in the previous year, of 
which the share of India and Oman amounted to £53,006 
and £42,409 respectively. The commodities exported 
included carpets (£7,667), raw cotton (£5,505), cotton piece- 
goods (£5,359), dates (£4,296), live animals (£2,758), boats 
and accessories (£2,666). rosebuds (£2,427), fish (£1,851), 
and dyes, colours and paints (£1,233). 

Loca INDUSTRIES. 


There are small pearl banks near Lingah, but the pear! 
trade of Lingah has been practically extinguished by that 
of Bahrein and the Oman coast, which have richer banks and 
less stringent Customs regulations. Copper and_ iron- 
work, boat building and the manufacture of cotton sail 
cloth are the main local industries, but with the possible 
exception of the last named are not undertaken on a scale 
large enough to be important for commercial purposes. 

Products of the interior include carpets (Khamseh, Arat, 
Qashqai and other tribal rugs) gum tragacanth, almonds, 
pistachios and rosebuds from Lar and asafoetida from 
Bastak. 

SHIPPING FACILITIES. 

The port is served by three steamship lines and during 
the vear 44 vessels, all flying the British flag, with a tonnage 
of 23,135, entered with cargo whilst 22 vessels (all British), 
with a tonnage of 7,179, were cleared with cargo.

Havana. 

The movement of foreign trade in the Republic of Cuba 
during the fiscal year 1921-22, excluding money, exceeded 
466,660,438 dols., which, compared with the preceding fiscal 
year, when the total was 956,554,249 dols., shows a decrease 
of 489.893. 811 dols. 

Tne total value of merchandise imported into the 
Republic, excluding money, during the fiscal year 1921-22 
was 182,381,361 dols., as compared with 562,039,095 dols. 
in the previous year. The bulk of these imports came from 
the United States (123,280,230 dols.), other American 
countries (17,170,891 dols.), United Kingdom (9,648,103 
dols.), Spain (7,738,582 dols.), France (5,281,165 dols.), 
and Germany (3,478,905 dols.). 

The total value of merchandise exported, excluding 
money, during the period under review was approximately 
284,279,077 dols., as compared with 394,515,154 dols. in the 
previous year. The chief recipient countries ‘of these 
exports were; the United States (215,958,708 dols.), United 
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Kingdom (39,774,282 dols.), France (9,427,345 dols.), other 
American countries (7,387,445 dols.), and Spain (3,026,726 
dols.). 

Re-exports (excluding money) amounted to 2,282,597 
dols., as compared with 978,841 dols. in the previous year, 
the share of the United States amounting to 1,595,177 dols.., 
other American countries (350,920 dols.), France (140,553 
dols.), Spain (70,818 dols.), and United Kingdom (43,105 
dols.) 

Sugar INnpustTry. 

At one time during the year under review there were 
203 mills in operation. Unfortunately, however, 15 of these 
failed, so that the number of active mills was reduced to 
188, as compared with 198 in active operation in the previous 
vear. The following table shows the situation of the active 
mills, together with their production :-

During the year the quantity of cane ground amounted 
to 3,059,958.733 arrobas (of approximately 25 Ib. each), 
which produced 4,033,455 tons of sugar and 203,146,196 
gallons of molasses. Cane burned amounted to 312,976,295 
arrobas. Approximately 200,000,000 litres of alcohol were 
manufactured from molasses. 

Atconot AND Moror Spirit. 


During the three months ending 30th September, 1922, 
the production of alcohol and aguardiente amounted to 
12,361,609 and 20,347,343 litres respectively, of which 
347,578 and 1,181,237 litres respectively were exported. 

The production of motor spirit during the first 10 months 
of 1922 amounted to 18,099,591 litres, whilst the total pro- 
duction for 1921 amounted to only 7,040,249 litres. 


MINERAL RESOURCES. 


In the first six months of the year the output of the 
Matahambre copper mine amounted to 84,352 tons gross, 
containing 22 per cent. copper. Of this amount 16,384 tons 
were exported, representing a total of 3,604°48 tons copper. 
There are 775 men employed at the mine. 

In the Firmeza and Daiquiri divisions of the province of 
Oriente the amount of iron ore won was 60,269 and 
155,001 tons respectively. Of this amount 67,347 tons were 
exported in May and June entirely from the Daiquiri div1- 
sion, containing 38:78 per cent. tron. The number of work- 
men engaged! was 821, and there were 47 accidents, result- 
ing in two deaths. 

The manganese mines in Bueycito produced 220 tons of 
manganese, with a content of 71:5 per cent. bioxide ot 
manganese, all of which was exported. Only five men are 
employed in the mines and 156 men on installation work. 


RoapDways. 


The length of the high roads in the Republic, in charge 
of the Department of Public Works, is now 2,479  kilo- 
metres 698 metres, inclusive of 82 kilometres 747 metres of 
road in the Isle of Pines which may be classed as high 
roads. 

The majority of these roads stand in need of repairs or 
reconstruction. Reconstruction work is progressing, and a 
few new roads are under construction. 





URUGUAY. 
STATE INSURANCE MONOPOLY. 


Some particulars of the Bill before Congress, which pro- 
poses to make all classes of insurance risks (except re-in- 
surance) in Uruguay a monopoly of the State and to pro- 
hibit the establishment of new insurance companies, have 
been supplied by H.M. Minister at Montevideo. The Bill, 
which is a modification of Article I. of the Insurance Mono- 
poly Act of 1911, is similar to that which was introduced 
and afterwards shelved in 1920. In that Bill it was proposed 
to extend the State insurance monopoly to all risks, in- 
cluding marine, omitted in the original Law. The local re- 
presentatives of British insurance companies in Uruguay 
helieve, however, that even were the present Bill to be- 
come law it is not intended to make the monopoly effective 
now. Nevertheless, the position of the companies is regarded

NEW WHARF FOR DAIREN. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 








DAIREN. 

It is reported in the press that an appropriation of 
350,000 yen (some £36,700 at present rate of exchange) has 
been passed by the South Manchuria Railway Company 
Directorate for the commencement of the building of the 
fourth wharf in Dairen Harbour during the coming fiscal 
year. This step has been taken on account of the necessity 
for providing additional berthing accommodation in view 
of the steady expansion of the trade of Dairen. During 
the busy season it is not uncommon for from 12 to 25 
vessels to be lying outside waiting for accommodation. 

This new wharf is to be constructed to the west of the 
present No. 3 wharf. No details have been published 
regarding its dimensions, but it is understood that it Is to 
be of a similar size to wharves Nos. 2 and 3, which are 2,000 
feet in length, 400 feet in breadth, and 900 teet apart. 
The construction of the new wharf will consequently pro- 
vide additional berthing accommodation for 14 vessels.

CANAL SHIPPING, 1921-22. 


In his recent Report on the Economie and Financial

the fiscal year ended 30th June, 1922, 2,736 ships 


passed through the Panama Canal, being 156 less than for 
the previous year, when 2,892 ships made the transit. 
The fiscal year 1921 was the year of greatest traffic through 
the Canal, and the figures for 1922 are still well ahead of 
1920, when 2,478 vessels went through the Canal. 

The figures for cargo also showed a decrease of about 
725,000 tons, or 6 per cent. The net tonnage, 11,417,459 
tons Panama Canal measurement, was slightly greater, and 
the decline in shipping did not seriously affect the amount of 
tolls collected, which amounted to 11,197,832 dols., or 
only 79,057 dols. less than for the fiscal year 1921. 

Nine hundred and thirty-five vessels of Canal net tonnage 
of 3,795,526 were of British registry, while 1,095 vessels of 
Canal net tonnage of 4,971,509 were of American registry. 

British shipping was 34 per cent. of the total tonnage and 
carried 3,329,861 tons of cargo paying tolls amounting to 
3,782,007 dols. The American shipping provided 43-5 per 
cent. of the total shipping and carried 4,950,519 tons of 
cargo, paying 4,867,495 dols. in tolls. 


Docks AND Port ACCOMMODATION. 


The Panama Canal maintains in excellent condition its 
facilities for shipping, although at present the docks, coal 
and oil plants appear more extensive than present needs 
require, and they will be able to take care of a large increase 
of traffic. The subsidiary services offered by the Canal 
in the way of dry docks, repair shops, tugs and salvage 
plant are very considerable, and it is the only place within 
a radius of 1,800 miles where large ships ean dry dock and 
repair. The amount of repair work undertaken can be 
seen from the following figures :-—

FUELLING FACILITIES. 


The supply of coal to vessels passing through the Canal 
is wholly in the hands of the Canal Administration, who 
own and operate the coal plants at each terminal of the 
Canal. The plant is up-to-date, and the facilities excellent. 
The price fluctuates in accordance with prices in the United 
States and is at present 12 dols. a ton, an extra charge 
of 3 dols. being made for ships taking on coal at Balboa 
on the Pacific side. 

Fuel oil is supplied both by the Panama Canal and private 
companies who have built tanks on sites leased to them 
for the purpose by the Panama Canal. There are now 
twenty-one oil tanks owned by private companies and 
ten by the Panama Canal, and the aggregate storaze 
capacity is 1,486,033 barrels of 42 gallons. Last year over 
2,000,000 barrels of fuel oil were supplied to passing ships, 
of which about 80 per cent. was supplied by private com- 
panies, 
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Minerals and Metals. 





AUSTRALIA. 
GOLD SALES DURING NOVEMBER. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Melbourne has for- 
warded a copy of the usual monthly circular to shareholders, 
issued by the Gold Producers’ Association, Ltd. 

The circular states that no sales were made by the Asso- 
ciation during November, as all the gold on hand had pre- 
viously been sold in India for November shipment. In view 
of negotiations proceeding for the local purchase of the 
available gold (since completed), further shipments have for 
the time being been suspended. 

The permit granted to the Association by the Common- 
wealth Government to export gold produced by its members 
has been renewed until 3lst July, 1923. 

The interim distribution at the rate of 2s. 6d. per oz. 
standard will amount to £36,578 5s. Od., and will bring the 
total distributions since the formation of the Association 
up to £3,443,264 4s. 6d. 

| Nore.—In forwarding this circular H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner states that the Secretary of the Association 
has informed him that for the first time for some years 
£500,000 worth of gold has just been sold in Australia to the

COAT, PRODUCTION IN DECEMBER. 
(From the Commercial Secretary, Occupied Territories.) 
COLOGNE. 

According to the ‘‘ Frankfurter Zeitung ”’ the pit coal 
output of the Western Upper Silesian district amounted 
to 733,690 tons during December, as against 776,620 tons in 
November. The production of Lower Silesia totalled 449,078 
tons, against 477,650 tons, that of Saxony 342,398 tons, 
against 332,875 tons, and that of the Aix-la-Chapelle dis- 
trict 193,495 tons, against 188,731 tons respectively. In 
the districts of the Central German brown coal mines the 
output amounted during December to 8,218,930 tons, 
briquette manufacture to 1,731,930 tons, and coke produc- 
tion to 38,127 tons. The demand for all kinds of brown coal 
fuel was very brisk during the month, but decreased some- 
what after Christmas. 

In the Rhenish brown coal districts the December pro- 
duction totalled 3,209,128 tons, against 3,088,538 tons in 
November and 2,854,153 tons in December, 1921. Briquette 
manufacture amounted to 624,733 tons. In the Bavarian 
coal mines the output consisted of 77,177 tons of pitch coal, 
6,493 tons of pit coal, and 149,311 tons of brown coal, com- 
pared with 79,429 tons, 6,353 tons, and 115,050 tons respec- 
tively in November.

PETROLEUM LAW. 
(From the Consulate-General for Peru in London.) 


The rapid increase in Peru’s petroleum output, from 
11,639 tons in 1903 to 235,133 tons in 1918, followed by 
500,000 tons in 1921, or 10,000 barrels a day, compelled her 
Government to regularise the legal status of the industry, 
while scrupulously recognising and confirming the rights 
and privileges of the oil concessionaires. The new Petro- 
leum Law, No. 4452, of 2nd January, 1922, covers the 
country’s rich deposits of petroleum and hydrocarbons, the 
latter being defined to mean natural combustible gas and 
similar products—liquid, paste, or solid, whose chemical 
composition is analogous to petroleum. 

In order to explore and exploit. such concessions, application 
must be made to the Ministry of Fomento. <A pertenencia, or 
concession, is defined as a_ superficial area of 40,000 square 
metres. Companies holding concessions are subject to the provi- 
sions of the Commercial Code, must be legally domiciled in the 
Republic, and have a duly authorised representative in Lima. 
Foreigners may not acquire claims within 50 kilometres of the 
frontier, nor may any concessionaire make contracts with 
foreign governments, nor with companies associated with or con- 
trolled by such governments, nor may claims be transferred

without the permission of the Executive under penalty of can- 
cellation. 


EXPLORATION CONCESSIONS. 


On application for an exploration concession a guarantee 
deposit must be made of £200 on the coast, £380 in the 
Sierra, and £40 in the ‘Montana, for each thousand per- 
tenencias or fraction thereof. Article 18 enacts that ex- 
ploration concessions shall not exceed 15,000 pertenencias 
on the coast, for which an annual exploration tax of 1 sol 
per pertenencia must be paid; 20,000 in the Sierra, tax 
40 centavos; and 30,000°in the Montana, tax 20 centavos; 
such taxes to be paid every six months, Two to four years 
is the term of an exploration concession, but this may be 
extended for a further two years, according to the dis- 
cretion of the Executive. 

Pertenencias, whatever their number, must be grouped with- 
out break of continuity, so as to form a rectangle whose sides 
shall not exceed the proportion of ten to one. In the forest 
region geographical features may define the boundaries, but on 
the coast, or in the region of navigable rivers, the smaller side 
of the rectangle must follow the line of the one or of the other. 

plan of the exploring operations must be submitted within 
six months of the granting of the concession, and the Ministry 
of Fomento must also be kept informed of the progress and 
results of the exploration, copies of the plan, and the topogra- 
phical and geological studies being duly lodged annually. 

The concessionaire has the right to products discovered during 
exploration, but must cede to the State, on the site, 10 per cent. 
of such products where the concession is within 150 kilometres 
of the seashore, and 6 per cent. if elsewhere. 


DISCOVERER’s RIGutTs. 


Exploration concessions lapse in the event of the conces- 
sionaire making contracts with foreign governments; trans- 
ferring claims without the permission of the Executive; 
failing to pay the exploration tax during three consecutive 
half-years; by expiration of the term of exploration—two 
to four years; for not submitting plan of exploration, topo- 
graphical, and geological returns, and map showing the 
pertenencias explored, as also for not ceding to the State 
the 10 per cent. or 6 per cent. above-named of products dis- 
covered. The concession lapses also through complete 
paralysis of the work of exploration during one year on the 
coast, and two years in the Sierra and the Montana, or on 
application based on failure to obtain favourable results. 
In this last case, however, the guarantee deposit will be 
returned after deduction of outstanding contributions, and 
also in the case where the exploration period of two to 
four years has run out, providing the concessionaire has 
complied with all the obligations of the Law. In all other 
cases the lapse of a concession is declared administratively 
by the Executive, the guarantee deposit being forfeited. 


TAXES AND PRIVILEGES. 


It is premised that exploitation concessions shall be 
granted for an indefinite period, in one or more lots, ex- 
plored or unexplored, up to 1,000 pertenencias each, these 
being grouped in the rectangular manner above sti ated. 

The concessionaire pays an annual tax on the superficial area 
of the concession of £1 per pertenencia, to be paid half-yearly 
so long as no petroleum is produced. But as soon as production 
commences payment must be made according to a scale which 
fixes the amount at 9 soles (1 sol. —2s.) for the first ton, the tax 
decreasing 1 sol for each additional ton produced. ‘The scale 
thus gives 9 soles for the first ton, and 1 sol for 9 tons. When- 
ever, however, concessions are situated in the Sierra or the 
Montana, the scale is reduced by 50 per cent. The concessionaire 
must also pay the production tax of at least 10 ner cent. of the 
gross petroleum extracted, if the wells are located up to 150 
kilometres from the sea, and 6 per cent. minimum otherwise. 

Concessionaires enjoy the privileges granted by the Mining 
Code and Special Laws. They also have the right to establish 
moles, warehouses, submarine and subfluvial pipelines, and also 
the right to the expropriation of national, municipal, or private 
property necessary for the development of the exploitation work. 


Export or OIL. 


Before the concessionaire can export the oil he must 
Satisfy, pro rata, the needs of the country in petroleum and 
its derivatives. In addition, companies exploiting petro- 
leum deposits and hydrocarbons must offer 25 per cent. of 
their shares for sale to the State or to Peruvian capitalists, 
and native labour must be employed, not only in the tech- 
nical and administrative spheres, but also in the working 
force, and in each case in the proportion fixed by the 
Executive. The product of the petroleum industry is 
further subject to the payment of the exportation tax, or 
whatever impost may be substituted for that tax.

INVOICING REQUIREMENTS AS TO GOODS 
PURCHASED FROM OR THROUGH BUYING 
AGENTS OR COMMISSION HOUSES. 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received advice 
from the Commonwealth Department of Trade and Customs 
to the effect that the following procedure must be followed 
in future in regard to goods purchased from or through 
buying agents or commission houses :— 


(A) Goods purporting to be purchased on commission 
basis. 

The manufacturer's or supplier’s invoice, duly 
certified in the manner agreed upon at the Imperial 
Customs Conference, 1921, must be produced to the 
Customs, together with a covering statement from 
the buying agent or commission house. This state- 
ment must show 


(i.) the amount paid to the manufacturer or sup- 
plier on account of each invoice; 
(11.) the charges paid on account of the Australian 
purchaser ; 
(111) the amount and rate of buying commission, 


(B) Goods purchased on c.f. and e. basis. 

All such purchases are to be regarded = as 
‘* straight-out ’’ sales by the person offering the 
goods for sale (i.e., the person invoicing to the 
Australian buyer) and such person is to be regarded 
as the seller for the purposes of Section 156* of the 
Customs Act and for the purposes of Customs Regu- 
lation 34at. The invoice from the seller must show 
full details of charges included in ¢.i.f. and e. price, 
and how such charges are arrived at; for example, 
ocean freight, showing measurement and rate, cost 
of export, outside packages, etc., ete. The invoice 
from the seller must show on the face the name of 
the manufacturer or the person who supplied the 
goods to the seller. If the seller objects to show the 
name of the manufacturer or supplier on the invoice 
it will be sufficient if a separate summary of all 
shipments by each boat giving the necessary in- 
formation, be forwarded confidentially to the Col- 
lector of Customs at each port concerned,

EXPORT DUTY. 

The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ”’ of 11th January contains 
a notice stating that the Government of India have 
decided as a temporary measure for one year, from 2nd 
January, 1923, in the first instance, to exempt from the pay- 
ment of export duty jute rags used for paper making, 1.e., 
old bags, pieces of cloth or rope torn or worn out and useless 
for the purpose to which cloth or rope are ordinarily put.

REDUCED IMPORT DUTY ON PULP BOARD. 

Customs Memorandum No. 28, issued by the Canadian 
Department of Customs and Excise on 16th January, states 
that the following Regulations have been made by an Order- 
in-Council, dated 15th January, 1923, under Section 286 of 
the Customs Act:- 

Pulp board in rolls for use in the manufacture of wall- 
board shall be subject to the following reduced duty, viz. : 
Under the British Preferential Tariff Free, 

Under the Intermediate Tariff......... 5 per cent. ad val. 
Under the General Tariff............... 5 per cent. ad val, 


This Item is to be designated as Item 768 of the Customs 


Tariff. 





NEW ZEALAND. 


DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX ON 
PIANOS. 

A Notice issued by the New Zealand Comptroller of 
Customs on 5th December, 1922, states that pianofortes are 
deemed to be goods of a class or kind which, if Imported 
into New Zealand from countries with depreciated curren- 
cles, would prejudicially affect an industry established in the 
Dominion or in some other part of the British Empire. 

The special duty imposed by Section 13 of the Customs 
Amendment Act, 1921, as subsequently amended, on goods 
imported from countries (other than Denmark, Greece, 
Norway, Spain, and Italy) having a depreciated currency, 
is therefore payable on pianofortes as from Ist January, 
1923. 





DUMPING DUTY ON BRASS COCKS. 

A further Notice issued by the Comptroller of Customs 
on the same day notifies that it is intended to levy dumping 
duty immediately under Section Il of the Customs Amend- 
ment Act, 1921, upon imported brass cocks wherever the 
actual selling price to an importer in New Zealand is less 
than the cost of production (including a reasonable profit) 
in the country ol origin of the goods. 





NEW CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, 

The ‘* New Zealand Gazette ”’ of 7th December publishes 
copy of an Order-in-Council, dated 4th December, 1922, 
containing various Regulations issued under the Customs 
Act, 19138, and the Customs Amendment Act, 1921. 

Section 9 of the Regulations states that, where the full 
duty under the General Tariff is payable on any goods owing 
to the non-production to the Collector of an invoice bearing 
a certificate of origin and value in the prescribed form, and 
at the time of entry the importer alleges, and the Collector 
has reason to believe, that such goods are bona fide the pro- 
duce or manufacture of a country the produce or manufac- 
tures of which are dutiable under the British Preferential 
Tariff and that such non-production is due to aceident the 
following provisions shall apply : 

(a) Any amount of duty in excess of that leviable under 
the British Preferential Tariff may be held by the Collector 
at the port of entry on deposit pending the production of an 
invoice bearing a certificate in the prescribed form. 

(b) Lf such invoice is produced to the Collector within six 
months from the date of payment of the deposit and the 
Collector is satisfied that the goods are produced or manu- 
factured in a country entitled to the British Preferential 
Tariff, such deposit shall be returned to the importer; but 
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if such invoice is not so produced the deposit shall only be 
returned to the importer at the discretion of the Minister 
of Customs. 

Section 13 of the Regulations prescribes the form in which 
complaint shall be made by any person aggrieved by the 
importation into New Zealand of any class of goods and 
desiring that the special duty provided for in Section 13 of 
the Customs Amendment Act, 192! (1.e., on certain goods 
coming from countries whose currencies have depreciated), 
shall be levied on such class of goods.

IMPORT AND EXPORT RESTRICTIONS. 


In virtue of a Law, dated 25th January, and effective as 
from its publication in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ for 28th 
January, the importation into Belgium, the exportation 
therefrom, and the transit of all goods and securities may be 
regulated, until 3lst December, 1923, by Royal Decree issued 
after consultation with the Council of Ministers. 


In pursuance of this authorisation, a Royal Decree, dated 
30th January and published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ for 
$list January, prohibits provisionally the exportation from 
Belgium of the following goods :— 


Building bricks and tiles of baked earth. 

Scrap and waste metal of iron, cast iron, steel, and copper, 
as well as articles composed of these metals, old and 
unfit for use. 

Coal tar and pitch. 

Rags and waste, with the exception of old papers, clip- 
pings, and cuttings of paper, and paper pulp. 

Bones, fresh or boiled. ) 


Two further Royal Decrees, dated Ist and 2nd February, 
and effective as from their publication in the ‘* Moniteu 
Belge ”’ for 38rd February, provide that the ltollowing goods 
may only be exported from Belgium under licence Issued 
by the Ministry of Industry, Labour, and Supply :- 

Sugar, raw, crystallised and refined. 

Straw and forage of all kinds, including cattle food, 

molasses, and cords, ropes, screens, hurdles (¢clayons), 


and mattings of straw.

FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT DUTIES: 
“COKFEFICIENTS OF INCREASE ” FOR 
THE FIRST HALE OF 1925. 


The “ Journal Officiel ’’ for French West Africa for 23rd 
December last contains a Decree of the Governor-General o! 
the Colony, of the same date, fixing the ‘* coefficients of In- 
crease ’’ which are to be applied to the Customs duties on 
certain articles imported into and exported from French 
West Africa during the first half of 1923. 

The ‘ coefficients ’’ are the same as those fixed for the 
second half of 1922 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ to! 
3rd August last, page 137), except in the case of that applied 
to the import duty on liqueurs and fruit in spirits, and full- 
bodied wines. which is increased from 1-5 to 2, and of that 
applied to the export duty on large hides and skins, which 
is increased from 1 to 1-5.

MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS REGIME. 

With reference to the notice published at page 8 of the 
issue of this ‘‘ Journal’’ for 4th January respecting the 
Customs regime in Turkey, it should be noted that the 
prohibition on the importation of certain goods, imposed by 
the Law of 7th May, 1921, has been cancelled as from 20th 
January. The articles formerly subject to import prohi- 
bition may now be imported on payment of Customs duties 
at twelve times the rates fixed by the specific Tariff of 
1916. Similarly, those goods which were subject on impor- 
tation to duty at fifteen times the basic rates may now be 
imported on payment of duty at twelve times those rates. 

The importation of alcoholic beverages is still prohibited, 
but as the Regulations stand at present their sale and con- 
sumption is permitted in Constantinople until Ist March.

MERCHANT SHIPPING (WIRELESS 
TELEGRAPHY). 


The Merchant Shipping (Wireless Telegraphy) Rules 
Amendment Rules, 1923, dated 18th January, 1923, made by 
the Board of Trade under the Merchant Shipping (Wire- 
less Telegraphy) Act, 1919 (9 and 10 Geo. 5, c. 38). 

The Board of Trade, in pursuance of the powers conferred 
upon them by Section 1, Sub-Section 2 of the Merchant 
Shipping (Wireless Telegraphy) Act, 1919, and of all other 
powers enabling them in that behalf after consultation with 
the Postmaster-General, hereby make the following rules: 


1. These rules may be cited as the Merchant Shipping

shall come into force on Ist day of March, 1923.
